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Canada’s new Bank Act, 
which went inte effect this 
week, has already made life a 
little more liyelier for the na- 
tion’s traditionally staid old 
chartered banks. 

The prospect of increased 
competition, and the opportu- 
nity to develop new fields of 
business, has gingered “up 
banking to the point where the 
banks are’ almost making.it 
seem they really want to lend 
out all that money they've 
been hoarding in their vaults. 

This, in fact, is exactly what 
“the banks do wish to do. 
They've mounted one of the 

biggest loan campaigns of 
their history, looking to 1968 
when in all likelihood the ceil- 
ing on bank interests rates will 
~“he removed entirely. 

The new Bank Act, fathered 
by former finance minister 
Walter Gordon but brought to 
life by Mitchell Sharp, took 
two years to find its way 
through the various stages of 
parliamentary passage. And de- 
spite rough sailing much of 
the way, the act emerged al- 
most intact. 

The one main change result- 
ed from a recommendation of 
the. Porter Royal Commission 
on banking and finance. The 
new act contains a clause lim- 
iting ownership in new banks’ 
by one group to 10 per cent. 
although the new Westbank 
will have 10 years to meet 
this provision. 

For the balance of this year. 
a new interest ceiling of seven 
and one-quarter per cent. re- 
places the old six per cent. Ii 
must be remembered, however, 
that even under the six per 
cent. rate, total interest actual- 
ly worked out to about 12 per 
cent. for most borrowers. 

As of Jan. 1 next, the inter: 
est rate will, for all practical 
purposes, disappear because 
the average rate on short-term 
government bonds is now run- 
ning below five per eent. 

Just as loan interest rates 
will fluctuate, so too-are there 
changes in rates of interest 
paid on savings loans. The 
Bank of Montreal and the Ca- 
nadian Imperial Bank of Cein:

Ontario wetlands tinkle with wild 
music these evenings 4s the spring 
peepers welcome spring. 


The spring peéper is among the | 
mystery voices of night. A peeper | 
‘chorus in wet lowlands can be heard | 
a half-mile away. Yet when one} 
walks to the pool, pond or mafsh 
edge, there is nothing but silence. | 
Flash a light about and there is noth- j 
ing to see. 

The dynamic volume comes from, 
tiny frogs that average about one 
inch long. The secretive little amphi- 
bians can blend their colours with 
the background on which they are 
resting all the way from a yellow- 
ish gray to a soil-black. 

The little frogs usually perch on 
weed stems or twigs. Discs on their 
toes and fingers secrete a sticky 
substance that permtis them to ad- 
here to any surface, even glass.

One of the most controver- 
sial clauses of the Act was, the 
one regarding foreign owner- 
ship of Canadian banks. While 
Finance Minister Sharp is 
known to favor maximum 
competition among Canadian 
banks, this does not apparently 
extend to encouraging Ameri- 
van banks to compete in this 
country. 

otal ovrnership by  non- 
residents will be limited to 25 
per cent. However, the Mercan- 
tile Bank (bought from Dutch 
interests by New York bank- 
ers) will be exempt from the 
clause for five years.

Britain. A very g6od idea is to take 
the Miti-rail around Expo grounds. 
From it. we were able to see many 
more pavilions than we could have 
on foot, and we got a good idea of 
the layout and scenery. The Express, 
like a subway above ground, js the 
fastest mode of travel and it is free. 
We saw people ‘travelling in pedal- 
carts, «a hovercraft and outboard 
gondolas. The grounds have a net- 
work of canals and little lakes, There 
are grassy lawns and landscaped 
gardens to rest in. We saw people 
of many nationalities side by ‘side at 
Expo, interested in the displays of 
other nations.”

And this is right and proper. 
of course, as has been the case 
in most democratic countri+s 
for a century or more. Obviots- 
ly a man cannot set his own 
rules for a game and then 2e 
respected for impartiality in «n- 
forcement. 

But recently, the Canadian 
Police Chiefs' Association sug- 
gested just that. In a. brief 
presented to the Canadian 
Committee on Corrections in 
Ottawa, they advocated changes 
in the law, or the rules of tie 
game as it were. This would ¢n- 
able them to fight more effi- 
ciently our modern “crire 
wars.” In doing so they would 
eliminate, or sect aside, long- 
held concepts most citizens 
have taken for granted so loag 
that they feel them to be unas- 
sailable. 

Briefly, these were: (1) the 
searching of homes witheut 
search warranis, (2) arrest 
without charges being !aid ‘or 
preventative detention as they 
eali it), £3) retentiva of ‘he 
lash for certain specif.ed 
crimes, (4) selective wire-tap- 
ping, (5) periodic tests for 
magisirates to ensure their 
“»sychological stability”. 

In ail there were 10 specific 
proposals. Some of them were 
minor variations on the main 
ones above: sample, “the ariest 
of loiterers found wanderinj; in 
halls or lockers of apartment 
buildings .. .’ The predicted 
immediate reaction was not 
surprising. As expected, -the 
Canadian Civil Liberties Axso- 
ciation mounted the attack and 
rushed into the fray. Some po- 
lice chiefs, with their fingers in 
the wind noting the react.on, 
immediately disassociated them- 
selves from the report. Others, 
like Police Chief Mackey of

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WEEKLY REPORT FROM 
QUEEN’S PARK 


ESTIMATES — DEPT. OF TRANS- 
PORT — The estimates for 1967-68 
for the Department of Transport 
were submitted to the House on April 
26 by the Honourable Irwin Haskett, 
Minister of Transport. 

In reviewing last year’s progres, 
the Minister stated that the Highway 
Traffic Act was amended to give the 
Department authority to mandate 
devices’ of vehicles affecting their 
safe operation. This legislation pro- 
vided the base for the Department's 
highly effective negotiations with 
the automobile manufacturersof On- 
tario. As a result.Ontario obtained 
action for safer new vehicles more 
quickly than any other jurisdiction, 
including the federal government of 
the United States. Of the twenty 
safety features ordered by the United 
States federal authority, seventeen 
are already.standard equipment on 
all new vehicles manufactured in 
Ontario. In the United States, only 
eight were standard, the others will 
not be required on U.S. made cars 
until January Ist, 1968. 

Safety standards and specifications 
have been established for tires that 
are permitted to be offered for sale 
in Ontario. 

The program of compulsory vehicle 
checks in cooperation with the On- 
tario Provincial Police, was expanded 
substantially in the past year. As a 
result of these checks, the licences 
of 3,341 vehicles were stripped and 
the vehicles removed from the road as 
“Unsafe”. : 

Driver instruction in secondary 
schools gained momentum with some 
215 secondary schools now partici- 
pating in these extra-curricular 
courses in good driving. This pro- 
gram wil be expanded next year to 
bring it into well over 509%. of all 
secondary schools in the Province. 

Special examination now is given 
for the operators of motor eycles and 
since April ist, a special drivers 
licence has been required. ‘ 

The motor vehicles accident claims 
fund continues to be one of the high- 
lights of Department's operation. In 
the last fiscal year, the fund paid out 
more than four million dollars to 2,571 
innocent victims of accidents for 
which, through no fault of their own, 
they were unable to collect damages. 

The Department is engaged in a 
study of air transportation in Nor- 
thern Ontario. Consideration will be 
given to landing strips, airports and 
related matters with a view:to formu- 
‘lating an appropriate policy. 

Last fall, Ontario sponsored, the 
first conference of Ministers respons- 
ible for motor vehicle administration 
in all provinces. Five inter-provin- 
cial technical committees were set

MANPOWER SERVICES — Several 
thousand individuals are being given 
new opportunities for employment 
and improved earnings through the 
Department's industrial training pro- 
gram.

This Health Unit commenced its 
work on the first of September, 1966.

Robins, bluebirds, pollinating in- 
sects like bees, and other living crea- 
tures can also be killed by pesticides, 
‘and you, your pets and your children 
can be victims unless you take all the 
safety precautions that you would 
with any other poison, according to 
the Federation of Ontario Naturalists. 
Read that small print carefully! 

Some pesticide companies print ela- 
borate schedules telling you just when 
you ought to spray -—- regardless of 
‘whether you have bugs eating your 
plants or not.

EXENSION OF NEW 
CAPITAL GRANTS PLAN 
FOR BUILDING SCHOOLS 


» The extension of benefits under the 
new Capital Grants plan to all capital 
| projects approved during the calendar 
year 1965-66 was anounced by the 
Honourable William G. Davis, Minis- 
ter of Education. 

The new method of calculating ap- 
approval of capital projects for 
grants purposes. announced by the 
Minister on February 20th last, pro- 
vides for substantial increases in the 
proportion of capital expenditures by 
the boards eligible for grants. This 
new plan was effective for all final 
approvals given after January hy 
1967, and has now been extended to 


—— nnn 


include approvals of capital projects | 


given in 1965 and 1966. 

On January ist, 1965, legislation 
establishing larger units of school 
administration in the Province be- 
came effective. As a result, many 
of.the newly-established boards de- 
cided to build central schools to re- 
| place their older and smaller institu- 
jtions. Because these boards showed 
\initiative and a desire to improve 
itheir facilities and programs, a sub- 
‘stantial number of them received 
' final approvals for their projects 
iprior to January 1, 1967. The Minis- 
iter’s announcement paved the way 
‘for these boards to receive proper 
| recognition for their efforts. 


When a board received an approval 
in 1965 or 1966 for a capital project, 
the amount of that approval will be 
increased’ by approximately 50 per 
cent for an elementary school and 
approximately 100 per cent for a 
secondary school, If approval was ori-

Indeed, until modern electronic 
equipment came into use, few persons 
suspected the Complexity of what a 
|robin may be saying while he sings 
ifrom a bough in the yard. 

A few decades ago, investigators 
‘determined from a bird's actions that 
he was emitting more than harmonic 
melodies. That, in fact, he-was warn- 
jing other male birds that he had 
seized the lands and bushes that sur- 
lrounded him and would admit no

itions made possible by recording in- 
'struments indicate that he says much 
more than that.

Ottawa, May 18th ~- Among the 
government notices is one to the 
effect that horses, horned cattle, pigs, 
sheep and other animals, poultry and 
fancy birds, when’ imported from the 
United States of America by. Agri- 
cultural Societies specially for the 


improvement of stock, may be admit- . 


ted into this province free of duty. 


While in other parts of the Domin- 
ion’ preparations have been made to 
celebrate her Majesty's Birthday, 
with more demonstrations than usual 
the proceedings in Madoc were char- 
acterized by general dullness. There 
was no proclamation by the Reeve 
and the muddy states of the streets 
rendered it impossible to indulge in 
the games and race@ of former years. 
The display of a few flags and the 
closing of places of business were the 
principal signs that the 24th was in- 
tended as a holiday. Very few people 
from the rural districts came in, but 
there was no want of noise, the can- 
non being brought into requisition 
before midnight on Thursady and 
fired at intervals ‘til daybreak and 
again in the course of the day.

WHO WAS QUARTZ? 


(Globe and Mail) 

Quartz was the pen-name of Thos. 
Cc. Patteson, lawyer, racehorse owner, 
founder of the Ontario Jockey Club, 
writer, editor and postmaster, who, 
although born in Erigland in 1836, 
quickly embraced all things Canadian 
after landing here in 1858. 

He studied law in Cobourg, prac- 
ticed in Toronto and became, in 1867, 
the first Assistant Provincial Secre- 
tary of Ontario. A biographical dic- 
tionary produced in 1880 says: 

“In 1872, the leaders of the Conser- 
vative Party, feeling the need of. a 
representative journal in Toronte, 
determined upon establishment of The 
Mail newspaper. Mr. Patteson’s fit- 
ness and ability being well-known, he 
was induced to accept the manage- 
ment and chief-editorship of the new 
sheet: and to him was intrusted the 
task of carrying out the enterprise...” 

“Under Mr. Patteson’s charge, it 
became one of the leading jounals of 
the Dominion, giving able support 
to Sir John A. Macdonald’s Govern- 
ment. In February, 1879, he was ap- 
pointed to the Postmastership of 
Toronto, in recognition of his services 
and as some reward for the sacri- 
fices he had made in the interests of 
the Conservative Party. 

“Though all of Mr. Patteson’s writ- 
ings are characterized as vigorous 
and foreible, he probably excels . as 
a correspondent, and. he has few 
superiors as a descriptive writer. He 
has been. the English correspondent, 
both of the Globe and Mail news- 
papers over the signature Quartz, & 
nume which was accidentally confer- 


‘yed upon him by a printer in The
